What the Mannfkctnred Article Contain*. 


How Uie Ingredient* Are Secured—The 
Making of tfie Shell Is Realty A Dell* 
eato Piece of Vfork. 
Patents have been granted to James 


Storrey, of Kansas City, for the manu- 
facture of-eggs. 
All the necessary machinery, which 


ia not worth more than fZSOO'atythe out- 
set, is in readiness to begin this over- 
whelming competition with* the'Ameri- 
can men. If as much success, attends 
the new venture as is anticipated by Mr. 
Storrey, the contest between the ma- 
chine and the hen for supremacy in the 
egg producing business will be short, 
with the victory to the credit of the 
former. 
Mr. Storrey's process is very simple, 


and yet he is prepared to manufacture 
an artificial egg that a connoisseur will 
find it difficult to distinguish either in 
appearance or taste from the prime pro- 
duct of a Plymouth Bock or Leghorn. 


Lime, water, blood, milk, vtallow, peas 


and one or two other vegetables are the 
ingredients of his compound. The shell 
and the yolk will not be difficult of 
manufacture. To make a good imita- 
tion of the "white" of the egg is the part 
that has required the most ingenuity to 
conquer, but Mr. Storrey has succeeded 
in solving the problem successfully. 


MAKING THE YOLK. 


The yolk of an egg is composed of SO 


per cent, of yellow fat, 14 per cent, of 
caseine, about 8 per cent, albumen and 
water. The-fat is common animal .fat, 
and beef fat, which is very-cheap, will 
be the chief ingredient. To this a liberal 
amount of caseine, which is that portion 
of the milk which produces butter and 
cheese, will be added, and albumen 
mainly from beef blood, together with 
water, will be mixed in small quantities. 
The color, already a yellow, will be 
treated with a chemical which will serve 
a- double purpose of deepening the color 
and preserving the mixture in a semi- 
liquid state until it is cooked. 


The "white" of the egg is about one- 


eighth pure albumen, and is a difficult 
substance to produce chemically. A sub- -^ ••________, 
stance that appears to the eye exactly 0 U K 
similar, and which hardens and whitens 
when cooked, has been produced by a 
mixture of legrmnin. or vegetable albu- 
men, extracted from common peas, and 
which forms one-fourth of the peas, a 
little albumen from beef blood, a trifle 
of sulphur, considerable gelatine and a 
chemical solution to prevent rapid de- 
composition, and which also whitens the 
whole bulk when subjected to heat, just 
as the egg becomes white when boiled. 


As beef blood will be utilized in very 


large quantities in the big egg mill, a 
few special cars will be fitted up with 
tanks to bring the blood from the Chi- 
cago slaughter houses. 


MAKING '1'HM SHELL. 


The shell will be perfectly imitated by 


a simple solution of lime, water and glue. 
The machinery that is required is needed 
mainly in putting the egg together. 
Every yolk will be first run into a mold 
to be properly shaped, and then dumped 
into a second mold, where the right 
quantity of the white is placed previously, 
This latter substance, being a gelatine 
like matter, will incase the yolk very 
readily. By a unique machine the meat 
is there enveloped in the shell. 


The shell is only partially hardened 


when the egg is put into it, and as there 
is a liberal amount of glue added to the 
lime, the edges of tho shell soon adhere 
to each other very tightly, leaving no 
traceable mark where they were joined. 
In order to make the imitation more 
completely successful, molds of several 
sizes will be introduced, making the 
eggs vary in bulk as do the products-of 
any respectable flock of hens. The-color 
of the shell will also be of two or three 
shades, rendering the likeness to the 
original stall more striking. 


Tests have been made which show 
that the artificial egg can be preserved 
for a month under proper conditions, 
and still taste as fresh as one laid by an 
ordinary hen. 
As all the ingredients of 


this reform egg are e sceedingly cheap, 
it can be manufactured at the rate of 
about three cents a dozen. 
There will 


be no limit to the capacity of the novel 
mill, and families and boarding house 
keepers can be supplied in any quanti- 
ties at prices so dazzlingly small.as to 
warrant immediate popularity.—Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.

OHIO POLITICS. 


This is to be an important year in Ohio 


politics. 
An eleetiou is to be held for 


Governor and other State officers and for 
members of the Lsgislatnro. 
Campbell, 


the present Governor, is a Democrat, and 
will doubtless be nominated for re-election. 
Major MeKinley is a candidate for Gov- 
ernor on the Republican ticket, and from 
present indications will be the nominee, o) 
that party. The Legislature, which is to bo 
chosen, will elect a successor to John Sher- 
man, whose term as United Slates Senator 
will expire with the next Congress. 


The Farmers' Alliance definitely an- 


nounces that it will place a State and Leg- 
islative ticket in the field this year. That 
is what gives tbe election nnnsinl import- 
ance, as in a contest between tbe two old 
parties Sherman would be almost cettain 
to be elected, as every corporation in the 
State would use its influence in his favor. 
He ia not popular with the farmers, how- 
ever, and the Alliance will make a vigorous 
effort to defeat him. The Alliance now 
numbers 35,000 in the State and the mem- 
bership is increasing rapidly. 
Tbe leaders 


hope to gain the balance of power in the 
Legislature and compel the defeat of Sher- 
man. Abont twenty of the counties are 
very close politically, and fully forly coun- 
ties have none but agricultural interests 
This girss ths Alliance H great advantage 
in the election of members of the Legisla- 
ture, and the State ticket of that party will 
mike the election for State officers the 
most uncertain for years, as it upsets all 
the ca'cnlations of the politicians. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


MASSACHUSETTS IXDIGXANT. 


General G. F. Butler, who was de- 


nouticfd as a "bfast" when he cleaned the 
streets »£ New Orleans, and as a "brute" 
when he showed that 'he skies of paupers 
were made into slip'pers at the TVwkea 
bnry almshouse, was recently ejected by 
fores from the United States District Oonrt 
at Boston. He was counsel for Mrs. Clari- 
etta Johnson, who was being tiled for per- 
jury in a pension case. 
He had a contro- 


versy with Judge Carpeuter, who presided 
in the United Stales District Court where 
the case was being tried, and by order of 
the Judge was forcibly expelled from the 
Courtroom. The Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture felt that the sovereignty of the com- 
monwealth had been violate:! by a Federal 
Judge, and a resolution was introduced cull- 
ing upon the State's Attorney General to in- 
terfere. 
The resolution sets forth that a 


citizen of MassacuseHa, Mrs. Clarietta 
Johnson, has been sentenced and impris- 
oned by order oj a Federal Judge, while 
her legal counsel wn i forcibly prevented 
from representing her. 


The resolution causes mnch excitement 


in the Bay State. It probably was sug- 
gested by General Butler, aud as he has 
quite a following in Massachusetts it will 
result in a discussien of State rights in a 
State which sent Lodge and Hoar, the ad- 
vocates of the Federal .Elections or Force 
bill, to Congress. 


The Prootor steel tower at the'World's 


Columbian Exposition, says the Engmeei- 
ing News, is to be 1,155 feet in height and 
will resemble the Eiffel Tower in its general 
appearanoe. 
It will be hexngouieal in 


plan, instead of square, however, and will

steuuxer Estate, which c«mo iuto the har- 
bor yesterday is atill here, takiug a large 
amount of coal nnd supplies, and despite 
the fact that her captain claims the vessel 
is only a passenger steamer o\t ued by a 
New York firm, the opinion is growing here 
that she is a transport and ia nftor arms 
and ammunition for the Chilean insurgents 
and as soou'as sha is loaded here will take 
on board the cargo of the schooner Robert 
and Minnie, now lying at Santa Cataltua 
islands, supposed to be loaded with uinui- 
tlons of war. A big Chilean war vessel ia 
also reported outside the h«rbor_to-day, ap- 
parently awaiting the appearance of the 
Elata. There are about 90 men aboard the 
Etata and they all refuse to talk of their 
movements acd destination.

amount of supplies, which the Etata took 
on board to-day, including -15 cattle, 3,000 
pounds of dressed meat aud SOO tons of 
coal, ia not regarded here as bearing ont 
the Captain's Statement that the Etata was 
bound for Kanaimo to load with coal.

spread in a temptingmanner and in quan- 
tities sufficient to appease the appetites 
of an army of the hungriest kind of 
ghosts. 
On mats spread about the 


graves sat all the living descendants off 
the person who had been buried in that 
particular spot, Not u single tomb was 
neglected. If in the course of years the 
family of any one of tho silent sleepers 
had completely died out his grave had. 
been embellished and supplied by Stran- 
gers. 


The spirits wer» supposed to arrive and 


depart by water from the sea,,and for 
four day a atkd nights the living aommtme 
with, tb,eir dead and were with them in 
spirit.. The souls of the departed were 
supposed to hover around the tombs like 
substantial visible beings, and they were 
treated with every attention due to' sacred 
and distinguished visitors from the other 
world. 


The night of the second day was de- 


voted to a grand terpsichorean entertain- 
ment or spirit dance, and the graveyardl 
was transformed for once into a balB 
room, where ghostly dancers were sup- 
posed to hold revelry. 


A SPLENDID SIGHT. 


The scenes made a strong and! ever- 


lasting impression on me. The night 
was perfect, the moon waaabitsfnll and 
the air was fragrant ^^dltf^! the perfumes 
of thousands of 
flowers. 
Myriads of 


lights were fhclsering- on the hillsides 
which surroqndi tbe city, and the colored 
lanterns ewayed; gently to and fro, keep- 
ing t»no. to the chimes of the silvery 
bcUa m the temple tower, which fur- 
nished the music for the mystic enter- 
tainment. Around an artificial bike in 
the center of the graveyard the people 
knolt in silent devotion, worshiping on 
the shrine of Buddha,, whose emblem, 
the lotus flower,, rose from the middle-of 
the Ijakev. 


Every one of the four days and nights 


brought new surprises and ceremonies, 
mauy of tho latter being held in the 
temple, the doors of which were closed 
and guarded against the entrance of 
infidels. On the last night—or the night 
of nights, as it was called—a grand pro- 
cession finished the festival. The people 
marched in parade to escort their spirit 
visitors to the water front, where they 
were to depart. 


Boatmen carried on their shoulders a 


gigantic craft built of wood and straw, 
in which the dead were supposed to be 
seated, and which was to convey them 
back to ppirit land and to Ohata, the 
great father beyond the sea. This boat, 
which is called Fukuy, was a master- 
piece of Japanese carpentry. It was 
ninety feet long and had a stately mast 
with a huge sail which bore in native 
characters the inscription, "Naidinama-
